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JACKSON'S NOSE. 


P ullea py Kieutenant Han- 
doelIph, 
When i was at Alexandria 
Washington correspondent 
Leader, I heardan old man’s statementof how 
President Jacksou’s nose was pulled by Lieuten- 
ant Rendo!ph in the summer of 1853. He said— 
“President Jackson was passing Alexandria ou 
his way to celebrate the building of a monument 
of Washington’s mother at Fredericksburg. The 
steamerstopped at Alexandria to get the mail. 
Jackson was slitting in thecabin back of a table 
smoking a pipe, and there was hardly room to 
pases him. His pipe wes a long- stemmed one, and 
ithung almost to hiskuee. A fewmen,including 
Major Donelson, Jackson’s adopted son, wer 
standing ahout, and there were others who nad 
come on board to sec the president and to look at 
the boat. Amoug these was Licutenant R = yiph 
a connection of the note’ Randolph family 
io which John Randolph ay He 
‘ ad been dismissed from the navy 
by Jackson for some trouble in his accounts. Ne 
wase straight young man and uot bad looting, 
Fe came on the boat aud pushed his way thr-ugh 
the erowu 3p he reached t: 1@ cabin, This be 
entered and went up to Jadkson as though he 
would speak tohim. President Jackson did not 
snow him, but held out bis hand, asking him to 
exeuse him frumiising. As he did so Rando.ph 
with a quick gesture, seized Jackson's nose and 
ave it three strong pulls. It was done so quici aly 
that po one had a chance to intericre. Old Ti Ke 
ory threw | s pipe up into the air as if to strike 
Randegiph with it, but. before he coul d do any- 
thing Randolph had started off, and_he was help- 
ed by the bystanders on to the wharf. He quicaiy 
mounted a herse and rode off into the county. 
Jackson’s excitement was intense, His nose was 
as red as fire, and lam sureit did not regain its 
color for days. He said angrily, [ had an 
idea tha‘ I was going to be- 
assanited | shonld have been prc 
pared, Ras dolph is the first villain who has ever 
escaped me.’
